Quicksilver—The Market and the Mines,
Mr. R, W. Raymond writes from California
to the American Journal of Mining:

HAg from time to time quicksilver mines are
offered for sale in New York, and many persons
imagipe that this branch of mining involves
large, prompt and sure profits, it will be worth
while for us, perhaps, to exkhibit the commer-
cial aspect of the question for the benefit of
the publio. Mr. Batterworth very courteonsly
answered all our gusstions, and gave nus every
information concerning the operations of his
company. The facts we are about to give,
though partly derived from him, are not secret,
but well known to those fawmiliar with the
buriness, and quite within the reach of any
inguirer, Otherwise, we are far too deeply
indebted to Mr. Butterworth and his pleasant

~ family circle to reward their hospitality with a
. breach of confidence.

*The quicksllver trade of the world is an
armed truce between Bpain and California.
The wine of Old Almaden, in Spain, supplies
the market of London, and & large part of
Europe, and ships ite product as far West as
the oity of Mexico. Until recently it also con-
trolled the great Chinese market, Lot Mr,
Batterworth, shipping ten thonsand flasks to
Hong Kong, and selling at far below the oost,
forced the reshipment to Bpain of all the
Hpauish quicksilver; and the market has since
been in his hands. The same tactice on the
part of Bpain keep him from the London
market, and the two great producers are thus
forced to divide the world belween Lhem.
But the New Almaden Company is not the
only producer of quicksilver in California, aud
iz obliged for self-preservation to accede toa
combination with the New Idria Company and
the Rediogton; and it & this combivation
which now coutrols the produoction of quiclk-
gllver, and will probably, for & long tiwme to
cowme, prevent the guccessiul establishiment of
any rival enterprise.

“It must be borns in mind that the con-
guwmption of this metal is limited, A certain
amount for manafactures, a certain amount
for metallnrgioal purposes, and the diminigh-
ing quantity required for eslomel, with what
the Chinese wanufsctura into vermilion, com-
prige the priveipal demands. Now the quan-
tity used in metalinrgy, whish i3 ths most
congiderable, is bhardly affsctsd by the prica of
mercnry, If it were a dollar a ponnd instead
of sixty cents thers would be no less con-
gumed; if it were twenty-five cents the demand
would gcarcely increase. Iu fact, the cost of

nicksilver lost in amalgamation is (to wasta-
?ul men like onr mill-men) very trifling. In
Mexico, where the palic process is employed,

erhaps & pouund and a halt of quicksilver is
Tmil for every pound of silver exiuraoted; butin
Washoe the loes i4 (we are told) net more than
8 third as much. The Pacific States and ter.
ritories require altogether about 1200 flasks,
or 01,600 pounds per month; Mexice
and Seuth Amerien, 1000 flasks eaoch; Chioa,
1000, The total anunal demand does not
exceed 50,000 flagks, the prodooction of whioh
is divided among different companiss, as fol-
lows;—Noew Almaden, 24 000; New Idria,
. O, aud Redington, 10,000, These tlires

balfl their capacity to fumish the alotted
24,000 flasks) and to buy np the quickailver
made by all other companivs, There are &
number of emaller mines, lika those of Guada-
lupe, which we visited, abont eight miles from
Rew Almaden, and which produce perhaps a
hundred and fifty flasks moothly.

“All these mines are forced to sell to the
before-mentioned Jdombination, which pays
them forty cents a ponnd, and sells to the
publio at eixty. This margin of profit may
Feem excessive, but it muost ba remembered
that the retarns from sales are extremaly slow.
The metal is sent to distant agents, and must
Lo sold at retail beforea the money i8 recsived
by the prodocer. [t takes parhiaps two years
to work off the whole of one annual crop.
With money at two per cent, 8 month, this
delay is no joke. The present combination,
which includes the Barons (who were in a
certain degree forced to go into it to save thair
profits ou a large amount of quicksilver, which
they bad scattered throngh the Western Hemi-
fphere at the expiration of thair well-known
contract with New Almaden), is able to com-
mand foreign capital at comparatively low
rates; and henoe van afford to wail for the slow
remuneration of the trade."’

Orleuns, thoie of Jeanne Hachetle ngainst the
Burgandinus at Beanuvuiz, or those of Cilering
Eeguranuseamst the Torks et Niee, are held
oul for the sdmirntion, but not for the Imita-
tion o! our wives and dauvghters, They are
1roluted deeds o f herolsm, aud, with whatever
color the superstitious reverence of afuer uges
may have painted them, they were prompted
by fuch trauscendent feelings as it would be
mpossible lor seber miodern strategy o reckon
upon, It was net might o arm or weigot of
sword that those amazons brought into the
fields they «tood up in the throng hke super-
human apparitions, encouraging thelt men,
shiming them into action rather than actually
sharng it with them; and it was preeisely the
contrast between their puny physical strengtih
and thewr great moral courape which gave them
ther aseendency.

The whole of Paraguny bas stood the ore
deal o1 ite present upequal struggle with
the voflineling enduravee of & wild Indian at
the stake, and the women kave already shared
the hardstips and the davgers of the eampaign
—dlgeing wrerches, Indiue aud unladiveg vessels
and dolug duly as eouriers and messengers—to
such an extent that their coming forward in
second live ou the field at the present moment,
sud bearing thelr own share of the brunt of bat-
tie, may seem scarcely an aggravation of their
lot. We do not know, however, haw tar the
toemies of Puraguay may be entitled to taunt
Gieneral Lopeg with barbarism for employiug
the desperate resources o which they drive

him, Whatever may have been the causcs
which  origivally indueed Paraguay to
draw the sword, there seems to be no

doubt that its mdversdries are now determined
10 earry ou the war "*to the bitter end,” The
Emperor of Brazil, in the epeech by which he
opened the Gemersl Assembly on the 9'h of last
month, declared his determination not 1o desist
trom hostilities 111l the bhonor of his empire be
‘completely avepged.' His Mujesty had buat
lately, as he jnformed ue, declined with thanks
tho ‘gruclons tender of mediation’ of the Goye.
erument of the United States, anxious for the
re-establishment of peace. Whatever may be
the disposition ol the Emperor himsell, there
i# o large and influentinl party in Brazil which
will hear of no o:her terms with Paragoay than
the expuleion ot Lopez, und the snnibilation of
the inlaed republic. No other course than re-
sistance |8 thas left to the Purazuavaus; and we
canvot coucelve how oye muan at the head of
the Government could command sueh unlimited
sucritees both of lite apd property rom women

as well a6 from men ws Lopez has bitherio
obtained, if the instinet of seli-immolation
were not strong ot Ltoe heart of the whole popu-
lation, if the determination to do or die did not
spring ns epontanconely lrom the beart of the

moeauest Paragusyun as from that of the Chief
whom bis enemies deslgnate as the ‘erucl and
cownrdly Lopez.!
